“ In extending this invitation, we want to avoid any com­ 
mercial tinge to this beautiful and gorgeous display of na­ 
ture’s handiwork,” Robert M. Eldon, secretary of the fruit 
grow ers’ association, stated. 
“We are proud of our fine or­ 
chards and we are anxious to have the public view the blooms 
and enjoy them with us.” 
As iii previous years, many thousands of visitors are 
expected to drive over the fine network o f state highways 
traversing the orchard section along the south side of the 
South mountain, from Fairfield to York Springs. 
Largest Concentrated Area

in Pennsylvania, though comparatively small in area, will 
have more than 10,000 acres, of six hundred thousand trees, 
in bloom, largely concentrated in the w ealthy Quaker valley. 
Franklin county, with 3,000 acres and 375,000 trees; York 
county with 1500 acres and 300,000 trees and Cumberland 
county, with 2,000 acres and 200,000 trees comprise the 
southern district of the state in the apple industry.

“Adams county, with its neighbor­ 
ing counties of Franklin. Cumber­ 
land and York, comprises the south­ 
ern apple district of Pennsylvania. 
Adams is admittedly the first in 
number of trees and production. 
Two of the other three are next in 
rank and fourth is high in the 
list of producing areas. 
Lying be­ 
hind North mountain, with the Sus­ 
quehanna river on the east, it is the 
northern part of the Cumberland

region.

Mothers’ day will have a special 
significance for Gettysburg and Get­ 
tysburg college this year when Miss 
Anna 
Jarvis, 
the 
originator 
of 
Mothers' day, will be a guest at the- 
celebration which the college will 
observe here May 12 and 13. 
Although days honoring mothers 
and motherhood were observed be­ 
fore the Christian era by pagans, 
and the fourth Sunday in Lent had 
been set aside for the observance of 
this festival since the advent of 
Christianity, the day was not ob­ 
served in America until 1908. 
It 
was begun in Philadelphia the sec­ 
ond Sunday in May when Miss 
Jarvis honored her own mother. 
The thought of observing Moth­ 
ers’ day in churches and Sunday 
schools originated with Miss Jarvis, 
of Philadelphia, when she was asked 
by the superintendent of the Sunday 
school in a town in Virginia, in 
which her mother had been active, 
to arrange a memorial service. 
Is Now' Nation-Wide 
After its observance in Philadel­ 
phia, the idea of setting aside the 
second Sunday in May for the par­ 
ticular purpose of conducting serv­ 
ices in memory of mothers was fos­ 
tered by many cities and communi­ 
ties. Oklahoma observed its first 
Mothers' day May 12, 1912, when the 
governor of that state issued a proc­ 
lamation setting aside this day for 
the remembrance of mothers. 
The custom became so popular 
that a resolution was passed by con­ 
gress at the instigation of President 
Woodrow Wilson, May IO, 1913, des­ 
ignating the second Sunday in May 
as Mothers’ day and a national 
holiday. The display of the United 
States flag on all government build­ 
ings was authorized by the national 
legislative body. 
The wearing of flowers, white ones 
in memory of mothers who have 
passed on and red ones in honor of 
those mothers still living, is cus­ 
tomary,

tire staff now numbering 40; < 3» an 
ambassador's residence estimated to 
cost less than $200,000.

American diplomatic establishments j 
abroad, the Russian 
outlay
